Tbe action was brought to dissolve the 


Selma Irrigation district, a corporation. 


The eustaining of tbe demurrer is vir- 


tually a decision in favor of the defend- 
ant. Tbe grounds on which tbo court 
sustains it aro set forth at length In 
Judge Harris' decision. 


The defendant demurred to tbe com- 


plaint on tho grounds, first, tbat it did 
not state facts sufficient to constitute a 
cause of action; second, that tbo court 
has no jurisdiction of tbe pereon of the 
defendant or of the subject of the action. 


Taking the view that the case turns 


upon the question of jurisdiction, tbe de- 
cision considers that ground of demurrer 
a'one. Bays tbe court: 


"The supreme court of California, in 


tbe matter of bonds of the Madera Irri- 
gation district, decided December 12, 
1801, after a fall argument and in an 
elaborate opinion, held that an irriga- 
tion district organized under this act, 
popularly known ae tbe Wright bill, was 
a municipal corporation." 


Tbo supreme court decision. Is here ex- 


tensively quoted, showing bow an irriga- 
tion district is organized, in order to 
demonstrate tbat it contains the essen- 
tial elements of a public corporation. 


"Tbe property bold by tbe corporation 


is in truat for the public and subject to 
the control of tho state. Its officers are 
public officers chosen by the electors of 
tbe district and invested with public 
duties. Its object is for the good of the 
public and to promote tbe prosperity 
and welfare of tbe public. "A munici- 
pal corporation proper is created mainly 
for the interest, advantage and con- 
venience of tbe locality of its people. 
Tbe primary idea is an agency to regu- 
late and administer the interior concern a 
-•J?.*51} locality in matters peculiar to the 


ace incorporated. <\nd not common, to 
ie state or peopns"lts»jrge. *

"Tho municipal corporations which 
ay be thus created are not liuut£(l ,*o 
tics and towns. Tbe constitution makes 
oviflion in various places for municipal 
rporationa otbor than cities and townp. 
rticle XI, aections 9, 30, is, 1(1. In 
ach of these sections provision IB made 
ith reference to the government of ofil- 
rs of 'county, city, town or other pub- 
c or municipal corporation,' thus clearly 
dicaling tbat there may bo municipal 
orporations other than those of a town 


city, and consequently, that tho pro- 
sions with reference to tho incorpora- 
on of cities and towns found in section 
of the same article are not controlling 
the organization of other municipal 


arporations, and tbat while tbe cousti- 
utiOQ carefully provides for the 'incor- 
mitlcti, oritan I/at ion and classification'
